The Knights Templar Education Program is an important program and the use of its service 


This Fund was established in 1922 and each Knight Templar in Massachusetts and Rhode Island 


was assessed $1.00 a year until 1932, the amount of money collected during this period being 
$218,889.00. As of December 31, 1965 this amount has increased to $251, 889.20. 


The Foundation was established to assist worthy students to secure a higher education by advancing 
money to them in the form of moderate loans. 

Loans are made to eligible applicants without regard to race, creed, color, sex, or national 

origin, but an applicant must be a citizen of the United States. 

Applicants for a loan must satisfy the Foundation on several major points: Moral] fitness, a serious 
desire for advanced education, scholastic standing, a parent or other responsible person to co-sign 
a note of indebtedness, and bonafide residence in Massachusetts or Rhode Island, 

Fach maximum loan is $600. 00 when one scholastic year is required to complete the course; 
$400.00 per year when two scholastic years are required; $400.00 each of the last two years when 
three to four are required; $800 maximum loan to any one student. Loans are evidenced by a 
negotiable note and agreement for the amount loaned with interest at 5% per annum from a time not 
later than the date of graduation or leaving college. Endorsement of the note by a responsible person 
is required. To secure application blanks, the student must apply in person at the Grand Commandery 
office for an interview. No application blanks can be secured otherwise. Students taking Vocational 
Courses may apply for the one or two years required. Students taking two year post graduate courses 
are eligible each year. A registration fee of one dollar ($1.00) to cover the postage expenses in- 
volved must accompany each application.
